Hoover should demand the resignation 
of Secretary of Treasury Andrew W. 
Mellon, for failure to enforce prohibi­

W. Brookhart, ardent Iowa dry and 
independent republican, told the sen­ 
ate today in describing what he called 
“a Wall Street booze party" to U. S. 
senators at a Washington 
hotel 
in 
1926. 
Maj. Gen. Smedley Butler, to whom 
Brookhart referred, was loaned to the 
city of Philadelphia several years ago 
to become superintendent of public 
safety in an attem pt to “dry up” the 
city. 
Recently, as commander of the 
marine base at, Quantico, Va., he re­ 
fused to permit his men to enter the 
city until the bootleggers had been 
driven out. 
Brookhart asserted 
there 
were a 
large number of hip flasks on a table 
or bookcase in the ante chamber of 
the dining room and 
that

other senators had been invited to help 
themselves. 
He said the dinner was given by 
W alter J. Pahy, a Wall Street broker, 
and that his position at the 
dinner 
was between Otto Kahn of Kahn, Loeb 
Ar Company, and E. E. Loomis of J. 
P Morgan & Co.

THEN GUIDED THEM 60 MILES 
OVER CIRCUITOUS ROUTE TO 
HUDSON BAY CAMP

Winnipeg, Man., Nov. 5—An Eskimo 
trapper whose Arctic igloo fortunate­ 
ly was equipped with that magic in­ 
strument of communication—the 
ra­ 
dio—today was hailed as a hero of the 
far north. 
It was this unnamed Eskimo whose 
indomitable courage made possible the 
flashing of a radio message Monday 
across the frozen wastes of the Arctic 
that the long-missing McAlpine 
ex­ 
ploration party was alive and safe at 
an isolated Hudson Bay trading post. 
On September 8, Col. C. D. H. Mc­ 
Alpine, president of the Dominion E x­ 
plorers, Ltd., set out in two airplanes 
with seven companions in quest of 
fabulously rich copper deposits on the 
shores of the Arctic ocean. 
The following day the pilots, blinded 
by fog, became lost and after flying 
for hours over the open waters of the 
sea landed their craft near Melbourne 
island in Queen Maude Gulf. 
For days they huddled about a small 
fire built in the shelter of their fuel- 
less planes waiting for the help they 
hoped would come one day from the 
air. 
In his trapper’s igloo miles away sat 
the Eskimo, sometimes listening to his 
radio—his only communication with 
the outside. 
It was from this magic 
box that the trapper heard that Mc­ 
Alpine and his mates were lost some­ 
where in the endless wastes of the 
north and the Eskimo set out alone 
to find them. 
After days and nights of tramping 
the solitary figure at last came upon 
the explorers locked in their prison 
camp by the open waters of the gulf 
between them and Cambridge Bay. 
Food was scarce and it 
was 
the 
Eskimo who brought In what little 
the party had to eat by his hunting 
and trapping skill. 
Finally the gulf was solidly frozen 
over and taking only emergency ra­ 
tions, the eight men and their guide 
started the long tramp over the rough 
pack to the Hudson Bay post. 
Progress was slow and painful. Days 
were required to cover the 60 miles 
and the grueling tramp was made un­ 
der the most perilous circumstances. 
Col. McAlpine was said to have lost 
40 pounds of weight in the march. 
McAlpine and his men were given a 
royal welcome when they reached the 
trading post where 
Ian 
McKinnon, 
amateur radio operator, flashed out 
the message to the 
world 
Monday 
that they were alive and safe. 
The message was 
sent 
from 
the 
steamer Queen Maude, the vessel in 
which Amundsen tried to drift across 
the north pole. 
It was relayed at 
King William Island by the schooner 
Fort Smith across to Bathurst and 
Churchill and then to the world. 
Only a few miles from 
the 
spot 
where McAlpine put up his camp 129 
officers and men of the ill-fated Frank­ 
lin expedition perished in 1845. It was 
not until 14 years later that it became 
known that Franklin and 
his 
men 
died while seeking a northwest pas­ 
sage through the Arctic.

Hudson, Wis.—Four members of a 
Ashing party, three men and one wo­ 
man were struck by a train carrying 
200 rooters and the University of Min­ 
nesota band and killed instantly.

the engineer, H. L. Cox of St. Paul

He said he saw both train and car 
approach, and noticed that the warning 
gong at the crossing was sounding.

OMMUNITIES in thlrty-eigbt 
states suffered catastrophes 
of such severity, during the 
past year, that calls were made 
upon the American National Red 
Cross, or its local chapters, for as­ 
sistance. 
Cyclones, hurricanes, floods and 
tornadoes 
wrought 
the 
heaviest 
damage, causing the greatest loss 
In lives and property. 
The Red 
Cross gave ald In 117 disasters in 
the United States, and three in its 


Insular possessions. 
Expenditures 
for this disaster relief were $8,- 
020,000. 
Calls for help also came from 
eleven foreign nations in which 
earthquakes, floods and other prob­ 
lems caused distress, and the Red 
Cross sent $76,300 to aid In reliev­ 
ing the suffering. 
In the United States, the Red 
Cross gave help to 134,000 persons. 
In Porto Rico, following the West 
Indies hurricane, relief was given to 
more than a half million persons. 
Unusual 
atmospheric 
disturb­ 
ances during the past year were ad­ 
vanced as the cause for the ma­ 
jority of the catastrophic floods, cy­ 
clones and tornadoes, with the re­ 
sultant heavy calls upon the relief 


organization. Illustrating the wide 
range of the calamities, 364 coun­ 
ties were affected, and in twenty- 
eight counties, communities were 
twice visited by storms and floods. 
The Red Cross disaster relief staff, 
organized on a disaster prepared­ 
ness basis, was constantly in the 
field, aided by volunteers and per­ 
sonnel of Red Cross Chapters and 
national 
headquarters.

period, Red Cross workers were en­ 
gaged in nineteen states simultane­ 
ously.

All Influences which conduce to the 
quietude and comfort of the cow will 
increase milk production while the op­ 
posite influence will have the tendency 
to lessen production and also has the 
tendency for the cow to “hold up” 
milk. 
Any excitement or rough hand­ 
ling of the cow will have a tendency 
to cause a cow to “hold up” milk 
A fter a cow has once formed this 
habit It Is very difficult to break her 
of it. 
Sometimes this vice is the re­ 
sult of the excitement when the calf 
is weaned. 
There Is no cure for this vice. 
All 
that you can do Is* to place the cow 
in the most favorable circumstances 
while the milking Is being done. 
A 
very good way to do is to feed the 
cow some grain or mill feed while 
the milking is being done. 
If the 
cow has not been fresh very long It 
will help if the calf is placed where 
the cow can see ll. 
When this habit 
has become chronic the best tiling to 
do is to sell the cow to the butcher. 


Cow Is Largest Manure 
Producing Farm Animal 
T he cow is the largest manure- 
producing animal on the farm and 
while its excreta Is least rich in fer­ 
tilizing elements, the large volume 
places It as the most Important m a­ 
nure produced in mixed and dairy 
farming. 
Horse manure Is distinctly 
richer in nitrogen, phosphoric acid 
and potash than cow manure but its 
open character makes it more liable 
to fermentation and unless carefully 
conserved it 
lo ses its valuable con­ 
stituents quite rapidly. For this rea­ 
son Hie best I ti ft it is to mix these two 
ma ii u res. 


Absolute Sanitation Neees 
sary to Keep Out Bacteria. 


E quipm ent to clean the m ilking nm 
chine Is as essential for successful op­ 
eration os is the vacuum pump, ac­ 
cording to Jam es D. Brew, of the New 
York 
S tate College of Agriculture, 
B acteria get Into milk largely from 
unclean utensils, hut w ith the proper 
equipm ent a m ilking m achine m ay be 
churled as efficiently as a milk pail 
arid w hir a little more work. 
A fter every m ilking period, draw 
through each unit a t least a gallon 
of clean cold w ater, lifting the test 
cups up and down in order to allow 
the w ater and a ir to rush alternately 
through the rubber p arts into the pail. 
Do this Immediately after* m ilking be­ 
cause to allow the units to stand even 
for a short tim e perm its the milk to 
dry, m akes the m achine more difficult 
to clean, and increases the possibility 
of excessive bacterial growth. 
Follow the cold w ater at once by 
draw ing through each unit a t least 
one gallon of scalding w nter; the hot­ 
ter the better. 
A handful of good 
washing pow der Increases th e effi­ 
ciency of Hie hot w ater. 
It Is this 
w ater which rem oves the grease-like 
m aterial th a t collects on the A irfares 
of milk utensils. 
This grease-like m a­ 
terial 
furnishes 
food 
for 
bacterial 
growth, arid lf It Is not removed 
if 
renders any attem pt to 
sterilize 
of 
little or no value. A fresh supply of 
cold and hot w ater 
should 
be used for 
each of the three rinsings. 
Scrub the metal and rubber parts 
of the m achine with brushes after 
each use. 
The rubber parts may be 
disinfected either by imm ersion in wa­ 
ter which is then heated to a t least 
170 degrees Fahrenheit and allowed to 
stand covered until the next m ilking 
period, or by immersion in a hypo­ 
chlorite solution.

Source of Ropy Milk Is 
Traced to Impure Water 
Too often the w nter supply on ninny 
of our dairy farm s consists of stag ­ 
nant pools and m arshy creeks, which 
are not only a source of supply likely 
to lim it the dally consum ption but 
may also be the cause of ropy milk. 
The ropy milk bacterin are found In 
stagnant 
w ater, 
and 
cows 
wading 
through such places collect dirt on 
th eir udder and flanks which falls Into 
the pail a t m ilking time. 
Here, condi­ 
tions are ideal for bacteria to grow 
and m ultiply, and In a few hours the 
milk exhibits a ropy appearance. Cows 
w atered from a trough or tank, on the 
other hand, avoid dirt and th ere Is 
less danger of contam inating the milk. 
N aturally cows In milk have need for 
more w ater than dry stock and young 
stock, but these, too, need a regular 
supply, and more In hqt w eather. The 
w nter 
supply 
in 
outlying 
pastures 
should be inspected a t regular in­ 
tervals. 
W nter is ju st as necessary 
for body functions ns food. 
In fact 
anim als can survive longer w ithout 
food than they can w ithout w ater. 
Tile sum m er w ater supply 
on 
the 
dairy farm Is of first Im portance and 
needs to be well looked after.

Fallacies in Feeding 
Cause Low Production 
Some men feel that only cows w ith 
high production records will pay for 
care sa d attention to proper feeding. 
This Is one of the fallacies in feeding 
which is responsible for th e small im­ 
provem ent Hint Is made In the aver­ 
age rations fed to dairy cows. 
It Is tru e th a t poor eows will not 
pay returns on exceedingly high-priced 
feeds when b u tterfat prices are low. 
On the other hand the Increased pro­ 
duction of average cows will usually 
pay good returns on the additional 
feeds th at are required to balance up 
the ration properly. 
Men who .con­ 
tinue to follow the idea of giving their 
cows a poor ration try to console them ­ 
selves with the fallnncy th a t while 
th eir cows are less productive, It does ) 
not cost so much to feed them and 
therefore the net returns are greater. 
A ccurate 
records 
kept 
on 
Iowa 
farm s 
by 
cow 
testing 
associations 
prove th a t the herds which cost the 
least for feed are usually not the m ost 
profitable. 
The reason Is apparent, as 
cows in such herds do not receive 
enough feed In addition to what they 
require for m aintenance, to produce 
to their m aximum capacity.

Feed for Calf 
If possible the calf should be left 
with its mother two or three days so 
it may have the colostrum or first 
milk. The next two weeks It should 
receive only its mother’s milk at the 
rate of twelve pounds of milk per day 
for one hundred pounds live weight 
of the calf. The calf will do much 
better if this milk Is fed in three feed­ 
ings than if fed twice a day. After 
two weeks a gradual changs can be 
made until it is receiving the same 
amount of mixed milk from the herd.
